Point of interest — Our ambu- 
lance service is manned by volun- 
teers. Volunteers meaning: people 
who provide a service with little 
or no monetary compensation and 
is not their sole or primary source 
of income, 

In other words we hold. regular 
jobs like anyone else. We are on 
call for 12 hour shifts, 6 a, m, to 
6 p. m. plus 6 p. m. to 6 a. m, We 
do not receive any compensation 
standing by if we do not go out 
on a call. If we are called out, we 
do not receive pay from our place 
of employment while we are gone. 
For example, the pay the attend- 
ant receives is not the amount the 
patient is billed. Attendants re- 
ceive a token amount when they 
£0 out on a call, It doesn’t matter 
how long you’re gone. You could 
be gone from 2% to 5 or 6 hours. 
The feé for an ambulance call is 
‘a flat fee of $25.00 plus $1,00 a 
mile from the point. the patient 
is picked up until you leave them. 
These fees go to the town to help 
mun the service, 

You don’t get rich in the mone- 
tary sense ‘being an ambulance at- 
tendant, but in knowing you help- 
ed someone it is a very rewarding 
experience. :

Weather changes quickly along 
this northeasterly stretch—sun- 
shine and clear skies, warm, cold, 
snow, sleet, rain. But the birch 
catkins are beginning to fatten, 
red-osiers glow, alder catkins have 
perked up and its maple sugar 
time. . 

I took what may be my last 
snowshoe hike of spring to the 
swamp, Sanborn River, and beyond 
recently, In the swamp is a good 
Place to see ice formations. Be- 
neath a heap of leaves I can us- 
ually find ice erystals like the sta- 
lagmites in a cave. They are the 
size of a pencil and about six 
inches tall. I lifted a piece 6f glas- 
sy smooth ice from a hollow and 
found on its underside ‘icy stalac- 
tites, pointing downward. There 
were oozy places and I wondered 
if there were frogs, toads, ‘tuttles, 
‘or snakes beneath where I walked. 

After a time here, I pushed 
through the swamp, crossed the 
river and went to the area beyond. 

The woods are interesting in 
rag and challenging in win- 

er.

here I was winding, climbing, dip- 
ping. Then I followed a hard pack- 
ed ridge concealed beneath the 
snow. 

- So calm was the air and silent 
the. empty valley that it rang like 
a bell. 

As I left the woodland and 
reached the pond, it was with a 
feeling of achievement. 

Looking back I saw Nature’s 
master pieces — granite. These 
-dJedges and boulders are the ar- 
tist’s raw materials, They have 
‘been chipped away and now reveal 
intricate patterns of formations. 

I looked at the designs made by 
my snowshoes and wondered 
‘when I’d come this way again..
